The internal-revenue receipts in the Pe
tershurg distriet for the month ending to-
day smounted to £83,255.86. The exports
of manufsctured tobaceo from this clly
for the month are not obtainable in time
for this letter, but they are reported to be
in excess of the several months past.

RBonds of the oy to the amount of
£100,500, with accrued intercst, fall due on
Monday, Toe money to pay the entire
amount s and has for somwe mounths past
been in the treasury, and the bonds and
ipterest will be pald ss rapioly us the de-
mend is made for them. Under the an-
pouncement of the treasurer, made some
weeks ugo, of the readiness of the eity at
sov time to pay these bonds, only 219,000
pave been presented. The great majority
of the holders doubtless preferred to draw
the interest up to the day of waturity.

In addition to the sbove, 826,000 in inter-
est on the =outhside Railroad bonds of the
city will fall due on Monday, which the
treasurer is prepared tomeet, Uhe prompt-
ness with which the city meets, and hias al-
wavs mel, its obligations has established for
it a high eredi, of which any city might
justiy feel proud.

In the Hustings Court this morping the
jury rendered a verdiet of not guilty in the
cuse of 8. W, Venable & Co., mdicted for
coptributing to the creation of a nuisance
on Byrne street by cmptying the waste
waler from their factory into the gutter of
the =aid strect,  The alleged nuisance exists
some distanes away from the factory in a
portion of the street which is very Imper-
v drained, and where the water, for want
painage, «oaks into and stagnates upon
wpaved gatter, The defendants showed

thenr
that under the ordinaners of the city they

had eomplied with the law In conveying
the waste water from thelr factory by pipes
to (he nearest sireel<dram; thet all the
s ifuetnre in the city do the same
thing; that the nuisance complained of was
the result of tad drainage, and would be
cavsed by the purest of water, The testi-
mony of experts and physicians was also
introduced o show that tho walcr as it
ente from the factory was in no wise dele-
terious In dts properties or injurious to
health, and, therefore, not a nuisance. The
Court suid that the only question of law in
the case was whether or not the city, under
its eharter, hos the right to direct citizens

to empty the waste water from  their
premises into the street-drains, and this
it undoubtedly bas, At the request

of counsel for the defence, the Court in-
structed the jury that if they believe from
the evidence that the water conducted from
the factory' Into the streel-drain is, al the
time it 1« emptied into the drain, not offen-
sive to persons puassing along and residing
in the viewity, und is not at the tme of the
discharge injurious to the health of citizens,
they muet find for the defendonts *f pot
guilty "—even though they may believe
thut the water, by reason of imperfect drain-
aze, becomes stagnant, offensive, and io-
jurious to bealth,  These instructions being
given the attorney for the Commonwealth
surrendered the case, and the Jury, without
retinng frown their seals, rendered a ver-
diet of *“not guily.”

The indictment against the city of Peters-
burg for permittivg the nuisance on Byrne
street was then ealled and the same jury
sworn to try it. By agreement of counsel
the evidence in the first euse was submitted
in this, and the jury, sfter hearing brief
argument, rendered a verdiet of  guilty
agninst the vity. The Court bas not yet
imposed penalty, and will probably not do
50 for a day cr two,

The Common Couneil will meet on Mon-
day, und, it is highly probable, will tnke
prompt steps to abate the nuisance. In-
deed, it way be said that steps have slresdy
been tuken towards this end, the Strect
Committee baving notitied the owners of
property on the street of their intention to
pave and grade the street.

During the wmonth of July tines to the
amwount of #115.50 weie collected in the
Mayor's Court for the city and 15 for the
State. The number of eoses disposad of
in the Mayor's Couit this month was 116.
O1 the parties arraigned, 63 were colored
and 53 white, Tlere wes only one felony
case in the whole number,

Ouly 9 warrisge-licenses were issued
in this eity this month—3 to white and
4 to colored eouples, Tne wumber of
deeds reeorded was 31,
